COINS, MEDALS, TICKETS AND COIN WEIGHTS: 
THE RESIDUE OF THE COLLECTION OF 
THE LATE OWEN F PARSONS, ANTIQUARY OF GLOUCESTER 


Owen Parsons, who died in 1986, is still remembered with affection by many friends in 
Gloucestershire and elsewhere. He had catholic interests combined with impeccable good 
taste. He bought his first gold coin at the age of eleven, while on holiday in Bournemouth. 
He became a keen collector, not only of coins and medals, but of silver, especially French 
silver, old keys, miniature books and even obsolete electrical equipment, much of it found in 
the course of his activities as an electrical engineer. He was a friend of Arthur Negus, and on 
his retirement became honorary curator of the Cathedral Treasury. Many years before, he 
discovered the Archbishop Sharp collection at Hardwick Court, presumably while supervising 
electrical improvements. 


In 1975 he suffered the loss through robbery of mostly bronze French and Italian (including 
Papal) medals and brass coin weights, some of which were recovered, withdrawn from Spink 
Coin Auction 7 in 1979. He sold a series of medals in 1985 (SCA 34) and under the terms of 
his will left to the Ashmolean Museum twenty-five coins and twenty-five medals of their 
selection, together with a ‘miniature’ collection of 86 coins and medals, all under 11mm, 
contained in a miniature walnut cabinet which he had made himself, for Owen was very 
clever with his hands. 


Some items are from the collection of Archbishop Sharp, gifts from the heirs for all his help 
over the years. The majority of the coins are sold with Owen Parson’s well informed and 
detailed tickets.
